"The Rock of Truth" 
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Tfce man seated on the log was tail. From 
Mi moecaeilned feet to his tight fining leather 
gap* be was six feet three inches. He was all 
mmdim and weighed a little more than two 
hwmfred and thirty pounds. The sun and wind 
had tanned hts skin. On his leather coat was 
the emblem by which Colonel John Raven was 
famous on the frontier of a growing America, 
the blackbird which had come to symbolize 
the man who was opening the wildnerness and 
making it possible for people to move West- 
ward in saftey. Opposite him was a thin man, 
about five feet six. Jess lewis had been one 
of .the earlier settlers and now he had some- 
thing on his mind. 

"More ond more people are coming here 
every month, colonel. Maybe it's because they 
feel Fort Wallington can protect them. Then 
again, maybe it's because of you. The way they 
say you can ha/idle the redskins; and then 
again, maybe it's because of the soil out here 
where you can grow crops. But more people 
mean we have more young ones with us. We 
want our children to get some education, to 
be able 1 to read, write and do ciphering. Some 
of us held a meeting last night. We spoke to 
Burt Whelan. He's going to be the new teacher. 
We figure he can use the old Blaker Cabin. 
We'll fix It up good for him. We agreed to pay 
him $wn dollars a month in silver, and that's 
a heap of a lot of money. But it sure means our 
children will learn things." 

Two of the younger boys had slowly walked 
up to where the colonel was seated. Tim, who 
was all of eleven years old spoke. 

He says you 
don't have to use patches to be a good shot. 
I say you do. Who be right,Colonel?"

He opened the patch' box in 
the stock of his rifle 1 and took out one patch. 

"An early objection to the use of rifling in 
barrels of the muzzle loaders was that the 
space between the ball and the sides of the 
barrels created by the grooves allowed for 



the escape of gas. This resulted in a loss of 
power. Early rifle makers and shooters of rifles 
referred to this gas escape through the rifting 
as 'windage.' Quite simply, if a lead ball the 
size of the land diameter was loaded, the gas 
"of the burning pdwder would escape through 
the grooves. If a lead ball large 1 enough to fill 
the grooves was forced through the bore of 
the rifle by pounding with an iron ramrod 
and mallet, the soft lead boll would be so de- 
formed as to be irregular in flight. Somebody 
got the idea of using patches. The patch con- 
sisted of a section of greased cloth, paper, or 
rawhide used to encase the lead ball. Thus it 
did not noticeably distort the shape of the ball. 
Yet the patch served to fill the grooves and 
prevent gas loss. 

"Bear in mind that the accuracy of your 
shooting will depend a great deal on how you 
patch your bullet. The patch must be carefully 
measured. To do this merely center a piece of 
cloth over the muzzle of your barrel and 
stretch it tight. Then with one of your lead 
bullets, force the cloth into the barrel. When 
the bullet reaches a position within the muzzle 
and is not protruding, cut off the excess cloth 
flush with the muzzle of the gun. Pull out the 
bullet and patch. Then use this patch as a 
sample to make a quantity of them and keep 
them with you when you go hunting. Remember 
to grease each patch evenly before using it. A 
thin coating of grease will make it easier to 
get the ball into the barrel 1 . 

"If they need a /school- teacher who is an 
expert on guns, then the job is yours," inter- 
rupted the friendly voice of John Haven's best 
friend and companion, Charles Collins, often 
known as Chubby Collins. He was much shorter 
than his friend with a tendency to be round. 
But appearances they say are deceitful, for he 
was agile and quick, and his eyes were keen 
when sighting his rifle. 

"General Henderspn wants to see you at 
once. Something very important." 

"I will cut some patches for your rifles later," 
Colonel Raven told the two youngsters, "1 hove 



t© leave now." Then turning to Jess lewis, he 
added, "I am glad we ore going to hove the 
school started soon.
